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Clerk Fired ANOTHER R. C. INSTITUTION BURNS 


Kills Himself 
And Owner 


Terrible Tragedy at Duck 
Lake, Sask. Yesterday 
Fellowing 28 Years’ Em- 
ployment at Same Store 


SASKATOON, Nov. 30.—After 
fatally wounding David McNair 
with es bullet from a .32 calibre 
revolver, Albert C. Davidson turn- 
ed the weapon on himself and 
committed suicide shortly after 
three o'clock today in the Hill- 
yard Mitchell general store at 
Duck Lake, Sask. 


Long Time Employed 

Davidson, a man of 65, had been 
employed for twenty-cight years as 
@ clerk in the store. McNair, some 
thirty years his junior, was the maa- 
ager. Acording to an account given 
to the Star by A. Guilbault, another 
clerk in the store, who was a witness 
of the sulcide, Davidson had been ac- 
cused of stealing cash and goods by 
McNair, had confessed his guilt and 
was then discharged at lunch hour 
today. Returning, apparently to ask 
for his check, he followed the man- 
ager into the business office of the 
store, hidden from view by a partition 
and there fire dthe two fatal shots. 

Acording to reports, Davidson died 
instantly. McNair, shot between the 
shoulder and the neck, lingered abo it 
five minutes before succumbing. 

Interviewed. over the long distan:e 
telephone by the Star last night, Mr. 
Guilbault described the human seit- 
ing of the tragedy: 

Could Not cBar It 

“Mr. Davidson told me, after he 
had been discharged, that he cou'd 
not bear it,” said Mr. Guilbault. ‘He 
said he would shoot himself before 
facing his wife after he had Leen 
fired for stealing. After lunch ne 
came back to the store and sa.d to 
Mr, McNair, ‘You can take me hac« 
if you wish,’ but Mr. McNair refus>1. 
Davidson went ovt, but was back 
again at about three o'clock. ie 
asked if he could get his check. He 
‘went into the business office with M~. 
McNair, who balanced the books, 
then wrote out a check and left it on 
the counter for him. McNair then 
went back to the office and David- 
son followed. Immediately after- 
wards Iheard a shot. I looked into 
the office and saw Davidson pointing 
a revolver into the roof ofshis mouth. 
I rushed into the street and called 
the first person I saw.”

The school board spends a mil- 


lion dollars a year of taxpayers 
money, the interests that they have 
in charge are more important for 
the future than those in charge of 
the city council. It is a serious 
reflection on the principles of de- 
mocracy that there is such lack of 
interest in this branch of the pub- 
lic service as is shown in the pres- 
ent elections. The retirement of 
Wm. Rea from the board is a loss 
to the city; but he has rendered 
good and faithful service during 
several terms, not counting the 
cost in time, trouble and opposi- 
tion aroused. Dr. Alexander has 
also rendered good service. It is 
well for the city where men of his 
calibre and mental equipment are 
willing to devote a large share of 
their time and attention to the 
publie service. 

Mrs. Bishop has also rendered 
good service, and it is to be hoped 
will be endorsed by the electors. 
If there is any branch of the pub- 
lic service that needs the special 
consideration of women it is that 
of the education of the children. 

C. W. Leonard who is a candi- 
date for the trustees board’ is a 
former school teacher, and there- 
fore has first hand knowledge of 
the requirements of the schools. 
As a promnient business man he is 
a representative of the taxpayers 
who are entitled to more consider- 
ation than they have generally 
given themselves by their votes in 
times past. A good school board 
is as important as a good council, 
and a good aldermanic board is as 
important as a good mayor. It is 
a mistake to permit the mayoral 
contest to obscure the need of 


The civic election meeting of last 
night in the memorial hall was not 
particularly effective in defining 
the main issues fepresented by the 
several mayoral candidates. With 
so many speakers and so many 
side issues raised the tendency 
was rather to confuse than to de- 
fine. There are three main issues 
properly before the electors. The 
farst is reduction of civic expendi- 
ture in order that taxation may be 
reduced. The second is the deal- 
ings of the city with the gas com- 
pany; and the third the applica- 
tion of the weekly half holiday to 
cetail stores. 

Go far as the campaign has pro- 
greased yet there has been nc clear 
cut declaration regarding reduced 
expenditure. The gas question has 
been settled for the time being by 
the simple process of surrender of 
the city’s rights by the present 
mayor and council; and the clos- 
ing of the retail stores is being 
stalled at least until after nomina- 
tion day. This is the condition 
with six mayoral candidates in 
the field, and Monday is nomina- 
tion day. 

It is to be remembered that five 
aldermen are to be elected as well 
as a mayor. Also that three school 
board candidates are to be elected. 
While the choice of a mayor is im- 
portant the choice of aldermen 

“and school trustees is not less im- 
t. But there seems to be an 
utter lack of interest in the filling 
of these positions. Civie service 
means personal sacrifice, Democ- 
racy demands personal service at 
the cost of personal sacrifice. 
Before nomination day is when the 
elector has full choice. After nom- 
inations have been made his choice 
is restricted. And once election 
day is over the course of civie 
administration is settled for the 
year.

A ONE MAN GOV 

Despite laws and tax collectors and 
policemen, each citizen of a free gov- 
ernment is granted a large measure of 
self rule. 

It is he, and not his government, 
who is to blame if he makes a mess 
of hig life. 

It is he, and not his government, he 
can thank if he attains prosperity, 
and as liberal an amount of happiness 
as he ig entitled to. 

Notwithstanding el! the laws under 
which he lives he can be lawless if 
he wants to, and suffer the penalties 
of lawlegsness in consequence, 

No policeman will arrest, no judge 
sentence him if he breaks the lews of 


health. 

No im panei. will be vie- 
ited on him, in Violation of the law 
of economics, he converts to his own 
use the time for which his employer 
has bought and paid. 

He can, if he is ingenius, even lie 
and cheat, and break the moral code 
wthout falling into the hands of law 
enforcement officera. 

But in the end he will escape no 
righteous penalty, end he will come 
to understand that government ‘s en- 
sential to the individual ae it is to any 
nation. 

The man who has @ Code and keeps 
{t, who recognizes the value of self- 
discipline and exercises it, never need 
worry about the laws. of an enlight- 
ened government. 

He ia in need of no legal restraints. 
He will not require advice of counsel. 

He will, it is true, meet with In- 
justice and unfairness from time to 
time, for thie is far from a perfect 
world. 

But he will be far better able to 
cope with his handicap if he rules 
himself with a firm hand. 

Self government must begin as soon 
as parental government ceases. 

And it should be the 
every parent to make a child capable 
of self government, an nations seek 
to do with their colonies. 

Many difficulties are involved in 
this task. No apirit born into the 
world is easy to rule. But they e!)

Editor The Bulletin: 

Sir,—In these times of stross and 
financial depression in our country it 
behooves us to look the situation 
squarely in -he face and endeavor to 
find a way to put the country on its 
feet. + 

There have appeared certain ar- 
ticles in ¢he newspapers of late whicn 
tend to mislead the people of the ~ut- 
side as to the actual conditions in the 
Peace River country, and the reascn 
that many of our best citizens are 
leaving. 

I can claim the distinction of be- 
ing one of the oldest settlers in the 
north, along with many of my friends 
who came int fore -ny steel wa. laid 
north of Edmonton. We came witn 
the expectation that the promise of 
railway outiet to the Pacific coast 
would be fulfilled, No one will deny 
the fact tha, we have hac patience. 


We have suffered the privation and/ 94 


hardships of pioneer life for 16 years, 


great Peace River country would 
coiwe into its own. But, as the pro- 
verb says, ‘Hope deferred -naketh “he 
heart sick.” So it is with our citi- 
sens here in the north, who have been 
fed on the promises contained in 
“bunk” speeches by some of our poll- 
ticlans and railway executives. When 
thene fail to find @ response We are 
told to work harder so We wil] be ex- 
hausted to such an extent that we will 
foryet our damnable condition and 
seek solace in blissful repose. 

Our natura! outlet is the Pacific 
coast, which belongs just as much to 
the province of Alberta as it does to 
British Columbia. A rallway to thet 
outlet would eliminate the long rail 
haul to the Great Lakes or Atlantic 
seaboard. What we want, and must 
hava if we are going to prosper, is « 
north and south line, tapping into tne 
Grande Prairie country from the 
south, somewhere on our Nationsl 
Transcontinental! line. 

We, as @ part of the people of 
Canada, who ‘help bear the burden of 
taxation, feel that at least --e should 
have some voice in the marketing ef 
our commodities. 

We know it is impossible under the 
present railway system we are cursed 
with to ship our grain and cattle over 
a line thet is running 400 miles in the 
wrops direction, which distance has 
yet to be traversed again to get to our 
ultimate goal—the west coast. Had 
we a line, as I have before mentioned, 
running south to our own line we 
then would be in the most favorable 
section of the Pacific Northwest, Our 
critics may tell us it would not pay, 
but let me point out to them the nat: 
ural resources of the part of the 
country through which this line 
would pass, where ample tonnage 
would be secured. 

The reader can get the federa! gov 
ernment report on the immense fielde 
of apthracite coa) on the Smoky river 
This is the only anthracite accessible 
at the present time in Canada; and 
instead of Canada importing her coa! 
from the States, Alberta would be 
able to export to many of the West- 
ern States as wel] as Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan, and compete with ad 
vantage of a shorter rail hau) thea 
can the mines of the Pennsylvania 
field. 

This is a commodity that could be 
shipped every day in the year, giving 
@ tonnege that would go a long way 
to wiping off the deficit of our nation- 
al vailwaye. 

The wealth of the timber in this 
area is, without doubt, the finest in 
Alberta and I am authoritatively in- 
formed that much of it carries ite 
height to 150 feet. A portion of thie 
estimated at, I believe, three hundred 
million feet, was damaged by fire this 
fall. A large part of this waste could 
be saved were means of transporte:
